In pursuance of the recommenda- 
tions made by the Council at its last 
meeting when Messrs. Milnes and 
Moffatt were appointed a delegation 
on the 

matter of the proposed line of the 
O.N.R. from Calgary to Macleod the 
two gentlemen visited the Capital on 
Thursday of last week, They were 
armed with a largely-signed petition 
asking that the route as presented to 
the Railway Commission at Ottawa 
be not approved. On the same day 
a deputation representing the farmers 
east of the town living near the pro- 
posed route of the C.N.R. consisting 
of Messrs. N. Taitenger, R. K, Peck 
and Wm. Miller waited on the Hon. 

A. L. Sifton and urged their case, 

It is to be regretted that, owing to 
misrepresentation on the part of some 
mischief-maker, these two deputa- 
tions could not have seen eye to eye 
and united their forces for 2 common 
end, The interests of both town and 
district are in reality so closely inter- 
woven that unanimity of purpose 
might easily have obtained. 

The Claresholm deputation very 
properly showed the Minister the 
great injury that would be done to 
this town if the route five or six miles 
east of Claresholm was followed by 
this new road. The eastern trade is 
at present the greatest resource of 
the town, as the western section is 
not as closely populated and will not 
be for some time. 

The natural result of the building 
ofaroad a few miles east of us 
would be to cause small villages to 
spring up within the present sphere 
of influence of the established towns 
on the C.& E. road. These towns 
would have to assume municipal 
burdens in providing the necessary 
public conveniences and the money 
that should be devoted to other more 
necessary improvements of a more 
than local value would be - diverted 
from its proper channels, toward an 
exhausting competition. This would 
eventually be felt by the farmers of 
the district for it is upon these as the 
primal producers that all such bur- 
dens indirectly fall. 

The town of Claresholm has _al- 
ready expended over $200,000 in im- 
provements from all of which the 
country adjoining reaps its share of 
advantage and it would be detrimen- 
tal to the entire district's interests if 
injury were to be done to the finan- 
cial status of the district’s market 
town. 

It was further pointed out that an 
investment of some magnitude had 
already been made by the provincial 
government in the Demonstration 
Farm established here and the gov- 
ernment itself had become an_ inter- 
ested party in the financial welfare 
of the town and district, being, as it 
were, a stockholder in the municipal 
business firm, The same is true in 
case of the farmer in the territory at 
present tributary to the town, The 

. location of the Farm was the result 
of an acceptation by the government 
of the natural advantageous position 
of Claresholm and anything that 
would impair the value of the location 
would be a provincial loss as well as 

a local one, 

The business done by the C. and E.
